back the re-election of Presi id Reagan. The rea- 
son for his controversial decision, said former Bronx city 
councilman Ramon Velez, was that he didn't believe 
Democratic Presidential candidate Walter F. Mondale was 
“electable.” 

But it was more than a question of dale's electability, 
ag, under questioning, Velez ad “The basis of my 
decision was the disenchantment of myself and others like 
me with elected officials in the Democratic party who have 
not provided larger recognition af my people. 

“I'm looking for respect — something | don't have in the 
Democratic party. | cannot wait 100 years to gain access to 
power,” he said. : 

The Velez statements may have sparked considerable 
criticism from other Hispanic leaders, but they seemed to 
echo the growing sentiment among Black and Hispanic 
rank and file that the Democrats are ignoring, or, atthe very 
least, taking for granted two of their most staunch and 
consistent minority voting blocs. That sentiment has been 
articulated of late by the Reverend Jesse L. Jackson, who 
has repeatedly charged that the Democratic ticket has 
been “insensitive” to Black and Hispanic voters. Indeed, it 
was only after public criticism from Jackson and a group of 
Black women that Mondale and his running mate, Geral- 
dine Ferraro, named Blacks to important positions in their 
campaign organizations. 

The Democratic leadership may take issue with people 
like Ramon Velez (who are bolting the party to support the 
Republican President) or Jesse Jackson (who makes 
waves, but sees the defeat of Ronald Reagan as a major 
priority), but they should not blind themselves to the basis of 
their arguments. Blacks and Hispanics, by and large, left 
the Democratic convention in San Francisco with the 
impression that they had once again been “left out”, that all 
the special interest groups had gotten something except 
the Black and the brown. And as they see a Democratic 
campaign shaped toward attracting European ethnics, itis 
understandable that Hispanics and Blacks (long ago 
entrenched with the Democrats) are beginning to feel neg- 
lected and disquiet. 

Nor does the choice of Mrs. Ferraro allay their fears. 
Jackson has madé a salient point by noting that her. allu- 
sions to what she has achieved through hard work, and her 
toughness as a prosecutor, choke in the throats of the 
Black, Hispanic and poor, who know a great deal about 
hard work, and whose sons have all too often fallen victim 
to tough prosecutors when they sought to escape their 
poverty through petty crime. Thatis the kind of insensitivity 
of which the Democrats can ill afford. For it leads to dan-

gerous preceptions. As a young black woman in Harlem 
said bitterly, “White women are not a minority ora special 
interest group; they are an extension of the white power 
structure.” 

What all this means, of course, is that the Mondale- 
Ferraro ticket must be as attentive to Blacks and Hispanics 
as it has been to the European ethnics. It must realize that it 
must address more fully the concerns and sensitivities of 
those minorities (as the Reagan administration has begun 
to do with its efforts to save historic Fisk (University) or 
face dire consequences. Pundits say eight out of ten Black 
and Hispanic voters are likely to cast ballots for Mondale- 
Ferraro in November. But a large turnout in those commun- 
ities is what is important if the percentages are to mean 
anything. Blythly overlooking the kinds of impressions 
‘their ticket is creating among Blacks and Hispanics, failing 
‘to Properly court them, could bring Mondale and Ferraro 
fakshort of the kind of minority turnout they will certainly

When Minister Louis Farrakhan 
became anathema to the Demo- 
cratic Party's Jewish interests, 
Jackson dumped Farrakhan, cal- 
ling his remarks “unconscionable 
and ible.” By doing so, 
Jackson guaranteed himself a 
prime time television appearance 
at the convention. 

But before the convention's 
Jesse Jackson night festivities, 
white women had successfully 
intimidated Mondale and a white 
woman won the affirmative action 
circus-search as his running mate. 
White southerners had been paid 
off with the rubber-match 
appointments of politically tainted 
Bert Lance.

What’s a ‘Special Interest?’ 


I'm old enough to remember 
when the term “special interest” 
referred to a narrow group sup- 
porting measures for its own pri- 
vate gain. 

But in recent years the pollution 
of the language has extended to 
inctude a distortion of the phrase— 
instead of referring to private 
greed it has been applied to those 
advocating the public good. 

The perversion of the term's tra- 
ditional meaning and its transfor- 
mation into a means of abusing 
advocates of measures that would 
benefit the total society is not 
something to be shrugged off, for 
it rafiects a way of thinking that 
could frustrate efforts to Improve 
our society. 

At the turn of the century, “spe- 
cial interests" was used to des- 
cribed monopolists. Today it Is 
used to describe--and to 
condemn--groups workingto 
make our nation a better place for 
all. 

Just pinning a label like “special 
interest” on those working for the 
public good replaces thinking. 
instead of projecting a vision of a 
better America from a different 
standpoint, the demagogues just 
pin the “special interest” label on 
whatever they oppose.
